$200.00 deposit being made as an assurance that the proceedings 
would be carried on.. Citizens in-the-High River-Okotoks Con= 
stituency instituted proceedings and made the required deposit, 
seeking the recall of the Premier. To forestall any possible suc- 
_ cess of the move, the.present government abolished the Recall Act. 
Naturally those who. made the deposit now want it back, but the 
Department of the Attorney General, of which the Premier is the 
head, has laid it.down that the deposit will be returned only when 
the forms which the Government sent out are returned to the clerk |. 
of the Assembly, The promotors of ‘the recall proceedings say 
they will return the forms with the names of those who. signed de- 
tached; in other words they will return the headings of the forms 
only. © This does not appear to be x een to the Government 
for although repeated demands have been made for a return of the 
money, or an_answer to the last proposal, the money has not been 
paid, nor has any answer been submitted. fide 
Now that the Act has been repealed, it’ is clear that the 
forms must be worse than useless. What is the purpose, then, of 
the Government insisting on the return of the forms? — Is it to use 
the information. which might be gained thereby to penalize anyone 
who may have signed them? And by what right.does the Govern- 
ment seek to impose any new conditions now that the Statute has, 
been repealed? Also by what right, in law or equity, can the 
Government claim to be entitled to keep the money? It was only 
a deposit to cover certain eventualities which the Government it- 
self rendered impossible of fulfillment. If any private individual 
tried to get away with that kind of trickery, a very odious word 
would be used to describe the offence, and the department of the 
Attorney General would be instrumental in seeing the offender 
properly punished,
